REAPING PADDY IN SIAM: 


_ Labour Saving Machinery. 
j. — 
' For the firet time in the history of Siam, 
says the “ Bangkok. Times,” paddy is this 
Reason being “cut by a reaping machine, 
and it is not, unrensonable to hope that 
this will be followed ‘by a fairly gencral 
improvement in the primitive agricaltural 
methods that are still followed in this 
country. Tho machine, a self binder, is 
being used:on the considerable farm owned 
‘by Dr. Adamsen_on Klong No. 1 in tho 
~Rangsit district. Tts work ‘Avorages cub 
50 rai in 18 hours, or about cight-ninths 
of an acre an hour. Tho machine weighs 
}8ome 1,500 Ibs. and docs its best works 
| perhaps with.‘an’ inch or two of wator on 
tho land. It is giving the greatest satisinc- 
‘tion, cutting both, standing and fallén 
grain very ‘neatly, there being. lesa dropped 
or damaged than in the caso of xoaping hy 
hand, . 
The reaper is drawn by six. buffaloes 
‘and controlled hy altogether four men} 
and every hour porforms's day's -work of 
eight men, 
“time, and the grain is no®broken, The 
value of the reaping machine will come in 
enabling a farmer to take up'a very largely 
oxtended aren of land, which the Inbour 
Giflculty stands in tho way of at presoit.
